Coaches Bream and 
Beeson Train Squad 
at Laurel Lake

Rive, 
m uscle-hardening 
exercises 
th at begins early in the morning 
and does not cease, except for a 
lunch period, until 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 
There is no reveille call. 
It s up 
to the men. 
B reakfast is heralded 
by “come and get it” at 7:15 o’clock 
and there is a wild dash for the 
mess-hall where a he-m an’s meal is 
served. 
There is no lim it on the 
quantity of food per man. Again ii 
is up to the men. 
Climb Mountains in Morning 
At 8 o’clock a shrill whistle calls 
the men to the training field where 
Coach Bream heads off on a long 
treak through the mountains. Over 
creeks, ditches 
and gulleys 
they 
romp; 
through thick 
underbrush 
they wend their way; if the going 
is tough and some lag behind Line 
Coach Beeson is there to prod them 
on and keep up to the pace of the 
leaders. 
The trek is set in advance 
but only Coach Bream knows Hie 
route, and 
at 
IO o’clock 
in the 
morning the squad finds itself back 
in camp. 
It Is usually a ten- or 
twelve-mile hike and those who 
have Indulged too heavily of the 
breakfast pay the penalty. 
Muscle-building 
exercises 
and 
light drills start immediately upon 
the return to camp and this con­ 
tinues until about 11:50 a 
rn 
At 
12:15 p. rn lunch is served for the 
longest "rest” period of 
the 
day 
until bedtime. 
All activity ceases 
until 1:30 o'clock when the candi­ 
dates are again summoned 
Relax at Top 
The afternoon trek is a test of 
stam ina and strength 
It is the 
two-mile 
climb, 
"alm ost 
straight 
up,” to Pole Steeple, the highest 
point in the m ountain range near 
Hie camp 
The going is rough but 
there is no let-up. 
There is plenty 
of shouting and whistling and sing­ 
ing at the outset but this soon dies 
down as the squad climbs higher 
and 
higher. 
"Hows 
your 
wind 
Buddy?" 
someone 
may 
call 
hut 
"Buddy” does not answer 
He's 
mighty busy taking care of him ­ 
self. pulling and digging and clutch­ 
ing to push higher and higher. 
At the top thA-e is a m om ent’s 
relaxation and then conies the call 
"Let’s go back to camp." 
The go­ 
ing. down, is not as easy as it 
sounds. 
Stiff thigh muscles take 
punishm ent on this grind and the 
•tooting is not any too good 
Back at camp there is a thirty- 
m inute so-called rest period but the 
men romp about the playing field, 
toss tile pigskin or "loaf," Alter this 
brief respite, and it is all too brief 
for some of the men, the whistle 
calls the men for the afternoon drill. 
There is kicking, punting, passing, 
run-bucks, line charging, setting-up 
exercises, two laps around the field 
and other forms of muscle-building 
Daily Plunge 
At 5 o’clock sometimes shortly be­ 
fore, u halt is called lor the day. 
'Hie men, who are scantily clad for 
the afternoon drill because they are 
not put through any bodily-contact 
exercise, dash for the lake for their 
daily plunge or scani|>er to the open 
well where they Indulge in “spit- 
buths" rub-downs and whatever one 
might call bathing or cleaning up. 
At 5:30 p m . "come and get it” 
is the dinner call and the kitchen 
crew encounters no delay. Usually 
the men are waiting outside the 
mess hall for this summons and 
those who are late, by scant m in­ 
utes, can be found in tile training 
tent where Trainei "Doc” Caixizzl 
is tending blistering feet. 
There Is no "taps’’ — they don't 
need it in tills camp. 
There are 
no 
lights, 
except 
an 
occasional 
candle or two, and one can find 
most of the men tucked under tile 
covers by 7, 7:30 or 8 o'clock, 
At 
9 o’clock there isn’t an open eye 
in the camp 
After the hard drills 
of the duy the candidates are glad 
to turn-in for the night—because 
it Is not long before breakfast call
